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Anti-Red Federation. 


The.American Federation of Labor is starting a drive against 


the radicals in its ranks, and warning its members against rad- 
icals outside. Samuel Gompers, guiding spirit of the Federa- 
tion, is determined that "reds" like those recently put on trial 
for criminal syndicalism in Michigan shall neither dominate 
the Federation nor influence it. In this stand he seems to be 
upheld by a safe majority of American organized labor. 


The big fight is against the "one big union" idea, as it was 


when the I. W. W. seemed to be making alarming headway 
with that slogan. It is the ideal, says Mr. Gompers, of men 
who are determined either to "amalgamate or annihilate." In 
other words they want one big union or one big ruin. 


"If these men," says Mr. Gompers, "had all the gold of the 


capitalist in their pockets, they could not better serve the 
capitalists to the detriment of the working man than by doing 
just what they are doing." 


He need not' have put it in just that way, emphasizing the 


traditional antagonism between the "working class" and the 
"capitalist £lass." The distinction between these two classes 
is gradually breaking down, instead of strengthening, as the 
Socialist prophets falsely believed it would do. 


The present fight is a good one, just the same. 'American 


labor unionism has grown up and prospered on the principle of 
autonomous trades unions, with voluntary representation in 
larger organizations.' It is the democratic way and the Ameri- 
can way. The "one big union idea" is foreign to the spirit and 
institutions of the country, and would doubtless be as bad for 
the average labor unionist as for the general public. 


; 
Indian Dancing. 


In the observance of American Indian Day at the church of 


St. Mark's-in-the-Bouwerie, in New York, examples of two 
Zuni Indian corn dances were given. The dances were inter- 
esting and beautiful, and entirely free from any suggestive or 
indecent tendency. "This is interesting in view of the recent 
wave for the suppression of Indian dancing. 


As one writer points out, there doubtless have been in some 


'of the native Indian dances features not entirely acceptable to 
white standards of civilization. - "Yet," he remarks dryly, "it 
is doubtful whether any of them are any more objectionable to 
right-minded persons than some of our so-called 'civilized' 
'dances. 


Certainly, judging by the examples shown at St. Mark's, 


the Indians may be more safely left to the enjoyment of their 
native dancesj which are religious or interpretive in Iheir 
origin, than many of the young white people of today may-be 
left to their suggestive syncopations in the ballroom.

laying of another Atlantic cable. It is to be the largest cable 
in the Atlantic and will have a capacity twice that of any other 
now in use. It is to furnish direct communication between 
New York and London. 


Many things have happened since the first Atlantic cable 


was laid. The Old World and the- New have been brought to- 
gether by swift ships, by flying machines and by wireless tele- 
graphy and radio broadcasting. Yet a big telegraph company 
still finds it profitable to lay another wire cable through the 
ocean. In communication, as in transportation, there appears 
to be need of all the means now known to civilization. Some 
of them may be discarded some day, but not yet.

'Jack Johnson may as well arrange a match for the champion- 
ship of Africa.
